'Jrvin Cobb, the well known Ken- 


tucky writer, contributes to the cur- 
rent Saturday Evening Post a ver\ 
appreciative description of two ne- 
gro regiments which he saw 
just 


back of the fighting line in France, 
one of them composed of big 
and 


very black negroes from the lower 
South and the other of not so big 
but soldierly negroes from the North, 
these latter being of many 
colors, 


ginger-bread, tan, light mulatto and 
all intermediate tints. White officers 
commanded in both cases and these 
spoke enthusiastically of the morale 
of their 
men, their 
eagerness to 


learn, their readiness to endure hard 
physical strain, and their desire tt 
get at the enemy whom they 
call 


"Bush-Germans"—African adaption 
of the French Bodies. 
The 
coal- 


blacks from the South Atlantic and 
Gulf States speak the far-Southern 
negro dialect and piously sing hyms. 
The piebald negroes from the North 
have less distinctive accent and arc1 


more "sophisticated and townwise." 


But all in both camps wore their 


uniforms with "smartened 
pride," 


and sharpening their bolos seemed 
to be their favorite occupation, 
they sharpened 
these long 
heavy 


blades they talked enviously of the 
famed Henry Johnson and Ncodhani 
Roberts, negro soldiers who bad won 
the French war cross, the former re- 
ceiving in addition a golden 
palm 


across the rcd-aud-grcen ribbon of 
his decoration—the reward for ex- 
traordinary valor. 
The story goes 


that a negro soldier recently bought 
a razor and. being advised to take 
a safety, instead on having the o'.d- 
fashioned kind because, as he stated, 
he wanted it "for strictly social pur- 
poses." But iMr. I'obb says not'iin^ 
about ra/.ors, the more available bolo 
with which Johnson performed such 
deadly feats. "Johnson and Roberts, 
two comparatively green 
recruits," 


we read, "were attacked at night in 
a front line strong point by a raiding 
party estimated to number between 
twenty and twenty-five. 
After both 


had been badly wounded and Roberts 
had gone down with a shattered leg 
he. lying on his back, 
flung ban:! 


grenades with such effect that lie 
blew at least one of the raiders :o 
bits of scrap meat. Johnson, 
first 


bullets, then with bis clubbed 


rifle after he had emptied it, and fin- 
ally with his bolo, gave so valiant 
an account of himself that the at- 


tacking party fled back to their own 
lines, carrying with them at least five 
of their number who had baen either 
killed out-right or most despitefully 
used toy the valiant pair." No wonder 
the black troopers talk of Johnson 
and Roberts as they sharpen their 
bolos. 


Mr. Cobh's story, which has much 


humor, is not without pathetic touch- 
es. 
For example, he says that the 


censor copied the1 following from 
negro soldier's letter to his mother 
in New York: "Mammy these French 
people don't bother with no color line 
busines. They treat us so good '.hat 
the only time 1 ever knows I'm col- 
ored is when I looks in the

DRY FOOD AND PRESERVE 


HOW TO CONDITION AND 


STORE DRIED PRODUCTS 


Dried foods are not 
rendy to In- 


placed in permnneiit 
containers as 


they come from the drier: they must 
undergo -a preliminary conditionin 
.or after-drying treatment. 
No mat- 


ter how dry and crisp the 
surfaces 


of the pieces may feel to the touc 
'there is a considerable 
penciling'-' 


of moisture present in the 
interior. 


If such material were at once placed 
in containers, the moisture pri-scnt 
in each 
piece of 
material 
would 


gradually distribute itself 
equally 


throughout the piece, 
while the air 


within the can would become almost 
saturated with moisture, and spoil- 
age would soon 'begin. 


Tn order to avoid this danger se- 


cure a number of good-sized wooden 
boxes ec|ual to the number of differ- 
ent products ybu are'going lo 
dry, 


line these with clean wrapping paper 
or newspapers, 
provide sheets of 


closely woven mosquito 
netting or 


cheesecloth to cover them, and place 
them in a warm, darkened room. As 
material is dried, bring it directly 
from the drier and place il in the box 
s.et .apart to that particular product, 
covering the 'box with cheesecloth so 
that the ;iir may have free access lo 
the contents while insects are kept 
out. At intervals of a day or 
two 


stir the contents 
of the box thor- 


J'ficiently far to 
allow 
them to 
be 


'folded snugly over the top to ex-chide 
insects. Then pour in the material, 
packing it down rather firmly with 
the hands, fold the paper tightly into 
place over the top, taking care to 
leave no openings between the folds, 
and put on the lid.
